Wooden tree coverings for the fu- 
migation. of small citrus trees, to- 
gether with the use of Hydro-Cy, 
and a patented appliance for ~diffus- 
ing the material, has resulted in a 
one hundred per cent kill of scale- 
pests over the large acreage of 
young orchard of the Fairview 
county.

IN THE MATTER OF ROAD 
DISTRICT IMPROVE. 
MENT NO. 8. 








RESOLVED: That it is the intention of 
the Board of Supervisors of thé County 
of San Bernardino, State of California, 
proceeding under and by virtue of the 
Act of Legislature of the State of Cali- 
fornia, designated “Road District Im- 
provement Act of 1907,” and in the Mat- 
ter of Road District Improvement No. 8, 
on the 22nd day of September, 1919, at 
the hour of eleven o’clock A. M. of that 
day or as soon thereafter as the matter 
can .be heard, at the chambers of the 
said Board, to order work to be done, as 
follows:
